THE CLOAK ROOMS 


Are the most interesting places at the 
Capitol. Around the walls are cleats, on 
which are large brass hooks with the 
names of the owners on little cards under 
t1-^, on which the concessional hats 
and coats are hung. There are sofas and 
settees, of old-fashioned patterns and well 
worn, numerous chairs, in vanous stages 
of deray and offering vanous degrees 
of attraction, ar>d sra'tercd about. There 
are a tankard of ice water, three or four 
marble wash bxins, with soap and towels, 
and at tbe house end of the capitol a 
couple of barber's chairs in each cloak, 
room. Cheerful fires are burning in the 
grates, and generally one of the chande- 
liers is lighted, for the only light that can 
be otherwjse obtained is filtered through 
the stained glass windows from {he public 
conidors.

Yesterday the bnels \vere filed in the 


District Court by the counsel Cot the attor- 
ney general and people ot Ihe stale in th» 
quo warrant*) case with reference to trie 
motion to quash the proceedings. Judge 
Bowen then ovenuled the motion in the 
following carefully prepared decision :

supreme court is clothed with jurisdiction 
to issue writs of quo warranto wiUi po»er 
to hear and determine the same: Article 
VI, sec. 3, constitution . Notwithstanding 
the distinction between the ancient com- 
mon law writ of quo warranto and the 
information in the nature of quo warranto 
it is not doubted that the last mentioned
